Vital Vitebsk 
15 Miles Away; 
Nazis Desnerate 


By EDDY GILMORE 


MOSCOW (AP) — Fighting 
desperately to hold Vitebsk—hub 
position of their northwestern 
front in Russia—the Germans 
moved in fresh tank units and 
large forces of bombers and 
fighters today to meet Gen. Ivan 
Bagramian's advancing 1st Baltic 
Army. 

(Other dispatches reported the 
Russians within 15 miles of 
Vitebsk and the BBC said the 
Soviets were fighting in the 
suburbs of Korodock, 18 miles 
northwest. Today’s German com- 
munique said Russian attempts 
to break through north and east 
of Vitebsk had failed, 

(Berlin also claimed an entire 
Russian battalion had been wiped 
out in the northern Crimea and 
that violent Russian attacks 
against the Nikopol bridgehead 
on the Dnieper and southwest of 
Dnepropetrovsk had failed. The 
Germans ‘said they advanced 
southeast of Kirovograd in the 
Dnieper bend and that strong 
Russian counterattacks were re- 
pelled northeast of Zhitomir in 
the Kiev bulge.) 

The newspaper Pravda said 
that, despite low clouds, fog and 
snow, Russian planes in groups 
of 100 had met German tanks in 
the Vitebsk area and concen- 
trated on basic defence points. 
The Russian airmen were under 
command of Lt.-Gen. of Aviation 
Niolai Papavin and flew Stormo- 
vik planes, 


Severe Fiahting 
For Nevel Highway 


The most severe fighting ap- 
peared to be north of Vitebsk on 
a highway leading to Nevel. Most 
of the road is in Russian hands. 
The Russians also were reported 
fighting hard along the’ Vitebsk 
Nevet railroad, -the -largest- por- 
tion of which also had been 
seized, and to the west of the 
White Russian city where the 
Soviets were threatening to break 
through to the Vitebsk-Polotsk 


lrailway and highway. 


At the extreme southern end 
of the 800-mile-long battlefront, 
meanwhile, Russian armies lqul- 
dated the Nazi bridgehead on the 
south bank of the Dnieper op- 
posite Kherson, near the river’s 
mouth, and dispatches said a full- 
scale attack against the city itself 
was expected momentarily. 

In the centre of the line, the 
Germans were said to be counter- 
attacking in three key sectors. 
The Moscow war bulletin said 
the Nazis struck in the area be- 
tween Zhlobin and the Berezina 
River in White Russia, south. of 
Korosten in the Kiev bulge, and 
in the Kirovograd sector in the 
Dnieper River bend. Ail attacks 
were repulsed with heavy losses, 
Moscow reported. 

Some of the heaviest tank 
fighting of the war was reported 
raging as the Germans vainly 
tried to regain the initiative in 
central sectors. The Nazis were.

MOVING NORTHWARD 

The east coast, linking strong 
Japanese positions north and 
south, is entirely in enemy hands.

Barges can sail down that 
coast from Buka with supplies 
at the constant risk of being

until long after it was apparent 
their position was hopeless. 

Such new-found realism may 
augurs well for similar island 
areas where the same tactics are 
possible as, for example, the 
island-by-island ladder 
Java and Singapore.

NE OF OUR NEIGHBOR’S WEEKLY 
magazines has ‘recently announced the 
inauguration of a Canadian edition which 
will portray the Dominion to its considér 
ably more than a million readers. It has 
enlisted the services of a well-known and 
able Canadian newspaperman who for many 
years was actively engaged on Vancouver 
dailies. Subscribers of the weekly in ques- 
tion, moreover, are informed by circular 
from New York that he and his staff. will 
work closely with correspondents in 12 key 
cities of Canada—Calgary, Edmonton, Hali- 
fax, Hamilton, Montreal, Ottawa, Quebec, 
Regina, St.

There is at least one answer to the 
question: Victoria ig mentioned in most of 
the newspaper and other directories as a city 
of anywhere from 38,000 to 42,000—a small 
town in comparison with some listed above. 
Not even the parenthetical note that the 
surrounding municipalities bring the popu- 
lation of the district up to more than 80,000 
has any effect on those who are not familiar 
with this part of British Columbia. The city 
proper does not touch the 50,000 mark; and 
that apparent deficiency puts it outside the 
pale of some calculations. 
This should suggest to the 1944 city 
council—which is the old one except for the

vote themselves almost exclusively to 
the fortunes of the valiant fighting men of 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, leaving 
impression, perhaps, that the government 
at Chingking is not particularly aggressive 
in publicizing the nation’s postwar plans, de- |

N HIS RETURN TO BRITAIN FROM 
a visit to the Soviet Union, the Arch- 
bishop of York, the Most Rev. Dr. Cyril F. 
Garbett, is quoted as saying that “one rea- 
son why Premier Stalin approved the elec- 
e of a Patriarch and the summoning of 
council of bishops for the first time since 
the revolution was that, as a wise states- 
man, he recognized that religion is inherent 
in the majority of the Russian people.” The 
eminent British divine elaborates on the Mar- 
shal’s action as follows: 
“He has had to take from them in the national 
eause much that they value; but he feels he can 
Give them something in making it plain that there 
} is no hindrance to their worship. .. . The church 
is no longer the supporter of the old Czarist 
regime. It accepts loyally the present constitu- 
tion. It has throwa iteelf heart and soul into 
the national cause. It prays and works for vic- 
tory. It did this spontaneously without the 
slightest hesitation on the day War broke out.” 
Since the visit of the Archbishop of York, 
however, the Moscow government has 
authorized the foundation ofa Theological 
Institute in the capital, The least that this 
can mean is that the “wise statesman” who 
restored religious freedom some months ago 
has followed his policy to its logical conclu- 
sion; he has sanctioned the establishment

Jerzy Tepa concludes his 
article, “First “Bomb in World 
War 2,” by stating..that Poland 
demands the restoration of her 
pre-war frontiers. 

As regards Poland's eastern 
frontiery may I set out the fol- 
lowing facts, premising. them 
with the statement that my re- 
marks apply to ‘Poland’s erst- 
while rulers, not to the Polish 
people. After the first World 
War, Poland refused to accept 
the “Curzon Line” as defining 
her eastern frontier, and seized 
the western Ukraine and western 
Byelorussia (White Russia), al- 
though Poles are in a minority 
in both countries, especially in| 
the former, The great majority | 
of Ukrainians and Byelorussians 
are already subjects of autonom- 
ous republics of the US.S.R. 

Polish treatment of minorities, | 
especially Ukrainians, was ex-| 
tremely brutal, and_ included 
wholesale flogging, imprison 
ment and- torture, according to 
the Manchester Guardian, one of 
the most reliable newspapers in 
the world. 

Thé U.S.S.R. moved into. these} 
territories in order to forestall | 
their occupation. by the Nazi.| 
Their action .was not directed 
against Poland and, therefore, 
did not call for a declaration of 
war.__In any case, the Polish 
government was already in flight 
from the country and had ceased 
to function and, according to the 
London Times’ correspondent in 


war started?” 


Poland, the Polish army was in 
dissolution, and all that remained 
for the Germans to do was to 
“mop-up.” ; 

There is, I belleve, a legal 
maxim to the effect that he who 
comes to court must come with 
clean hands. Poland’s hands are 
not clean. Not only did Poland/ 
seize the above-mentioned areas, | 
but earlier she had stolen Vilna | 
from Lithuania, then, adding in-| 
sult to injury, forced that coun-| 
try under threat of war to re 
establish diplomatic relations 
with her. A after the Munich 
betrayal dd took advantage 
of Czechoslovakia's helplessness 
to grab Teschen, “swallowing in| 
the process a Czech minority 
double: the size of the little hand- 
ful of Poles they claimed.” 
(Prague correspondent of the 
London Times.) 

I submit that neither on moral 
nor on ethnological grounds has 
Poland any claim to a frontier 
east of the “Curzon Line.”
